Supreme Court 
Today Heard 
Gas Tax Case 


Will Pass on 
Whether it Can Go 
To Vote of People 


JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 13— 


(/P)—The Missouri Supreme Court 
will decide, probably next month, 
whether Gov. Forrest Smith's gas 
tax increase law can be referied 
to a vote of the people. 


The court heard both sides of 


the argument today. 


A. D. Sappington, representing 


officers of the Missouri Farmers 
Association, argued that the law 
is an appropriation and therefore 
is not subject to a referendum. 
To bolster that argument he said 
the law is also necessary to public 
welfare. 


Under the 1945 Constitution, 


such laws are not subject to re- 
ferral to the people. 
Cited Derisions 
Sappington cited decisions in 


seven other states as support for 
his argument. He said m all the 
cases it was ruled that the law 
involved could not be referred to 
an election vote. 


In the MFA case, the officials 


seek to bar Secretary of State 
Walter H. Toberman .from certi- 
fying the election. 


Representing Toberman was As- 


sistant Attorney General Gilbert 
Lamb. Lamb denied the law was 
either an appropriation or neces- 
sary to the public welfare in the 
legal sense. 


He said th« 1945 Constitution 


provides that an 
appropriation 


cannot be tacked on a general 
law. 
That in itself prohibits the 


gas tax increase act •from being 
interpreted as an appropriation 
because its main provisions set up 
the system of building state rural 
roads. 


The law would hike Missouri's 


gasoline tax from two to four 
cents a gallon and set aside one 
cent of th« increase for rural 
roads—to get rural Missouri "out 
of the mud." 
Also Passed Resolution 
Lamb said the curient legisla- 


ture ''had not the slightest idea 
that this bill is not referrable. 


"The 
same 
general 
assembly 


that passed the law also passed a 
resolution setting the special elec- 
tion date," Lamb told the court. 


Organizations opposing the tax 


hike sponsored a referendum peti- 
tion early last fall, amassing some 
200,000 signatures to assure the 
law's being delayed until the peo- 
ple vote on it.' 


Chief Justice Laurance M. Hyde 


said the court probably would not 
hand down a decision until early 
next month. 


Judge Sam C. Blair of Cole 


County Circuit Court luled against 
the MFA officials last October 25. 
They appealed his decision.

'Bits' and 'Half-Bits'

NEW YORK — (ff)— This is Fri- 


day the 13th, and if anything un- 
.ucky happens to you—blame it 
on superstition. 


People have beer, doing it for 


centuiies, and they will probably 
ceep on doing it. 


Superstition is the reverse side 


of faith—the lazy man's way of 
cccping out of tioublc. Faith rc- 
:(i"ics acts of positive good to re- 
tain the favor of the Lord you 
worship. But superstitions aic the 
opposite. They usually are 
at- 


tempts to buy off the devil at a 
low price—by some small ritual. 


But since civilized man remains 


a lazy animal, superstition still 
thrives in his heart side-by-side 
with faith. He tries to work both 
sides of the street—to please God 
and placate the devil. 


Reason for Decorations 
People who say they aren't sup- 


erstitious simply don't know how 


deeply superstition is worked into 
the fabric of their daily lives. 
Why, 
for instance, do you deco- 


rate your home with evergreen 
branches at Christmas? Well, the 
custom springs fiom an ancient 
fertility lite—an appeal to bless 
the house with more children. 


Everyone, consciously or un- 


consciously, obseives some litual 
of superstition. Once, entering his 
holcl room lo mtcmcw Pnmo 
Camera, I took off my hat and 
coat and tossed them on the bed 


"Don't do that!" he exclaimed. 


"Don't you know it's unlucky to 
thiow a hat on a hotel bed?1' 


My own pet superstition is to 


knock three times on wood when 
I don't want something bad to 
happen. No one has to tell me 
that it is a silly and usc'css jes- 
ture. I know it." But I've been 
doing it «mce I was a child—and 
I'm going lo go right on doing it. 
It doesn't lake much lime. And 


who can tell for sure that it 
doesn't ward away danger?" 
Believe in Fortune 
Many people, particularly wo- 


men, have a superstitious belief in 
astrologers and other fortune tel- 
leis. One astrologer told me oi 
a famous business man who never 
made an important decision un- 
til she had gandered at the stars 
for him. 


• Superstitious fcais often bnns,' 
about their own fulfillment. This 
was true in the last war of many 
soldiers who developed a convic- 
tion they would be killed in bat- 
tle. Ernie Pyle got this feeling af- 
ter surviving many battlefields. 


"I think my luck is running out," 


he said. And it did. But in many 
cases death came because, feeling 
they no'longer had a chance' of 
returning alive, soldiers giew des- 
pondent and careless. 
Show People Superstitious 
The most superstitious classes 


today are, probably show people 
and horse players. Beggars make 
a good living by hanging out in 
theatrical districts, knowing that 
most entertainers won't pass them 
by without tossing them a coin for 
good luck. And confirmed horse 
betteis will follow their favorite 
supeistitions 
right 
into 
bank- 


ruptcy court. 


Hoiseshoe-shaped ashtiavb, fox 


tails danglinc from motor cars, 
pocket good luck pieces—all are 
survivals of our superstitious past. 
And there are dozens of others. 


My wife. Frances, lias a lifelong 


superstition I wish would come 
true. Whenever bubbles form as 
she pours herself a cup of tea, 
she carefuly gathers the bubbles 
with 
B spoon and diinks them 


quickly. 


"It means a lot of money," she 


says stubbornly 


However, I still have to KO to 


work. And that's no superstition.

Sixty-five Men 
Are Feared Dead; 
Fifteen Have 
Been Rescued 


By John Roderick 


CHATHAM, England, Jan. 


13—(#>)—The British Navy 
tonight fixed as 65 JLhe death 
toll in the sinking of the 
submarine Truculent. 


The admiralty said the 


submarine — rammed and 
sunk in the Thames estuary 
last night by the iron-clad 
bow of a Swedish tanker- 
had 80 persons aboard in- 
stead of the 76 originally 
reported. 


- The navy has given up for dead 
65 men believed trapped in the 
submarine. Ten bodies have been 
found floating in the sea. There 
were 15 survivors.^ 


An admiralty spokesman said a 


recheck showed the crew aboard 
included six officers, 56 naval en- 
listed men and 18 dock workers. 


The admiralty said "no hope 


can now 'be entertained" for any 
further survivors. The next 'of 
kin of the known dead and all 
of the missing were being notified. 
Tapped Out Message* 
Divers and frogmen had tapped 


out messages on the bulk of the 
submarine trying to contact pos- 
sible survivors. 


There was no response. 


The admiralty ordered the 


arrest of the Swedish tanker as 
a prelude to a court of inquiry 
into the disaster. 


An Admiralty marshal went 


to Sheerness to post a warrant 
for the arrest of the tanker, 
which puts the ship under the 
marshal's control until it is re- 
leased by the admiralty. 


One of the rescued was Lieut. 


C. P. Bowers, bearded young 
commander of the sub. He was 
picked up with four others by 
the Dutch steamer Almdijk. .. 


"She had no chance,"" Bow- 


ers told the Dutch skipper, 
Capt. Jan Dekker." She went 
down like a stone. She went 
down almost before we realiz- 
ed what had happened." 


In addition, all five men aboard 


a Lancaster rescue plan* were 
killed early today in a takeoff 
crash at a Royal Air Force sta- 
tion in Scotland. The plane was 
to have picked up divers for the 
Chatham operation.

The submarine lay in silt about 


42 feet below the surface at low 
tide. The ebbing tide had aided 
the divers in reaching the craft, 
which had gone down in. water 
54 feet deep. 


Of the 76 aboard, 58 were sail- 


ors and 18 were dockmen sailing 
as part of the crew in a test cruise 
after refitting. 
Six Bodies Found 
The Admiralty said the six bod- 


ies found today were discovered 
in Barrow deep, about 10 miles 
northeast of where the sub went 
down. Apparently the bodies had 
been swept toward the open sea 
iy the outgoing tide this morn- 
ing. 


Guided by the sub's yellow 


ouoys, possibly released accident- 
ally, the divers in unwieldy equip- 
ment and swift-moving frogmen 
in web-footed rubber suits crawl- 
ed over the sunken craft labori- 
ously tapping out messages 
in 


Morse code. 


But a naval ofCiccr at the scene 


said repeated messages like this 
tiad brought no response. 


Word from the salvage vessels 


said the divers found at least four 
of the Truculcnt's seven compart- 
ments flooded. 
A Fresh Descent 
"It is possible," a naval officer 


said, "the last three 
compart- 


ments arc unaffected. A diver is 
making a fresh descent to exam- 
ine the deck and superstructure to 
see whether or not the hatches 
are- open. 


"If they .are open there can be 


even less possibility of anyone on 
board being left alive." 


This may be the biggest peace- 


time disaster to a British sub- 
marine since June, 1939, when the 
Thetis sank in Liverpool bsy with 
a loss of 99 lives. The submarine 
Squalus, which sank 
off New 


Hampshire in May, 1939. cost 26 
lives. Thirty-three men were sav- 
ed by use oi a husc rescue bell

Words may be silver, but deeds are golden. 


How deeply would Christ's Gospel of Love have 
stirred His followers if He had not been ready to 
suffer and die for the sake of men? Christ's whole 
life was a perfect sermon; His death was the ulti- 
mate vindication of all He taught. 


Few who follow Christ are challenged to 


tread the last dark road from Gethesamane to 
Calvary. But all are expected to live in constant 
imitation of His charity and good will. They must 
be exemplars of Christ in all things. "Let your 
light so shine before men," Scripture admonishes, 
"that they may see your good works and glorify 
your Father which is in heaven." 


The best evangelists are not the best preach- 


ers. The most eloquent sermons are the word- 
less acts of those who are ever loyal to the pre- 
cepts of God; ever submissive to His will; ever 
kind and generous to those in need. No matter in 
what silence or obscurity such faithful souls seek 
to live, their example, is bound to have a power- 
ful effect on others. 


It is important to remember that all who be- 


lieve in Christ are bound to propagate that be- 
lief. Every Christian must be a missionary. That 
does not mean that he must be a missionary in 
the commonly accepted sense of men and women 
who go to live and work among the unconverted. 
It merely means that all must preach the faith 
by living and demonstrating it. 


Thus the child who is obedient to his par- 


ents and teachers and the worker who is con- 
scientious in the service of his employer are, in 
their own way, valuable missionaries. for Christ. 
So. too, is the mother who lovingly molds and 
guides the character of her children. 


' There is indeed no calling, however seeming- 


' ly humble or unimportant, in, which men may not 
be light-bearers for Christ. All vocations should 
have a spiritual incentive. Whatever oaths men 
choose to follow, they are all -ultimately called to 
the common duty of proclaiming the supreme 
glory and sovereignty of God: 


Christians United in 
Brotherly Love

Upon the foundation of Jesus 


Christ the early Christian, church 
was built by two things,— con- 
version and fellowship. 


The first great in-gathering was 


on the Day of Pentecost, 50 days 
after the ' Passover, when Peter 
preached with such power and 
bodness that many were moved 
to cry out in repentance, "What 
shall we do?" About three thou- 
sand were thenJ converted and 
baptized. 
This company of be- 


lievers was soon increased, for we 
are told that the Lord added to 
the church daily such as were 
being saved , (Acts 2:47). 


But someone has said that no 


one goes to heaven alone and the 
first immediate manifestation of 
this new life in conversoin was an 
intense clinging of Christians to 
one another in a fellowship so 
deep and strong that at first they 
held all things in common. 


The early Christian communism 


did'not last long.'just as most 
schemes of Christian communism 
(have failed since. If the Chris- 
tians had all been as noble, un- 
selfish and. pure minded as Bar- 
nabas, it might have been suc- 
cessful; but a liar and self-seeker 
like Ananias can make havoc in 
a noble experiment, in any case 
Christianity places a strong value 
upon the individual soul, and up- 
on the rightful independence of 
each life. 


Paul understood this well, when 


urging 
that 
Christians should 


bear one another's burdens, and 
so iulfill the law of Christ, he 
also said that every man should 
bear his own burden (Galatians 
6:2,5). 


That was good sound democ- 


racy. The strength of democracy, 
of a church, of a Christian fel- 
lowship, is built upon the integ-

But the strength of the early 


Christian church was in the way 
the individual Christians, with a 
new sense of the worth of their 
own souls, loved one another. 
It 


became a byward, marking them 
from the world in which they 
lived, "See how these Christians 
love one another." 


One speaks thus of the "early 


Christian church;" can one say as 
much for the Christian-church of 
today? Yes, I think, and no. 
It 


depends upon one's point of view. 
The Christian church of today is 
a vast community of many chur- 
ches, compromising many lands, 
and many people of ail sorts. It 
is an historic institution, as well 
as a fellowship of the sincerely 
devout and consecrated. 
People 


join the church from various mo- 
tives, and many attend the ser- 
vices and support the church • fi- 
nancially, who have never joined 
it at all, or professed any vital 
experience of conversion, such as 
transformed the" early Christians. 


It would be easy to dwell upon 


the adverse aspects of the church 
to sound a very pessimistic note, 
but what impresses me is the 
number and extent of the true 
fellowship of believers, the Chris- 
tians whose life is one of prayer, 
of meditation upon the Scriptures 
of communion with Christ and 
with one another, living lives of 
consecrated service, manifesting 
good works and love of their 
fellowmen. 


It is the continuing evidence of 


Christ's presence and power, the 
deepest, finest, strongest thing in 
all the world. Would that .there 
were more in that great company 
of sincere Christians! But let us 
never forget how great it is, or 
what . that Christian fellowship 
means to a world in need, more 
in need than it is ever willing to 
acknowledge.

It takes Money to Run the Fair 
Deal—Business Must be Good

WASHINGTON—(NBA)—President Truman'x 


Economic Re-port spells out a five-year plan 
for the United States. The State ot the Union 
message was more on the order of a 50-year 
plan, looking ahead to the year 2000 Anno 
Democratica. Lt was written in broad generali- 
ties. But this Economic Report is concerned 
principally with 1950-1954. inclusive, and it is 
full of specific though controversial proposals. 


The keynote of this Economic Report seem$ 


to be in the President's statement, ". . . . eco- 
nomic affairs are not beyond human control." 
Opponents of the Truman administration and 
philosophy may see in this phrase of the old 
bogey of "government planning" rearing its 
head again. 


The President builds up his them* by state- 


ments that many of his critics will dispute. In 
his State of the Union message the President 
said that, "Government programs for maintain- 
ing employment and purchasing power have 
been of tremendous benefit" in meeting and 
reversing the recession ot 1949. 


The President repeats this idea in his Eco- 


nomic Report. He says; "The 
relatively 
safe 


passage from inflation to greater stability wag 
no accident. Businessmen, workers and farmers 
demonstrated much greater judgment and re- 
straint than in earlier similar periods. . . . Gov- 
ernment measures in such fields as credit and 
banking, social Insurance and agricultural price 
supports proved their worth in cushioning the 
downswing and lending strong support to the 
recovery movement." 


How Much Did Government Do? 


This may -all be true. But it wiH also be 


recalled that in 1948 and early in 1949 Presi- 
dent Truman asked for many stand-by ration- 
ing, wage, price and credit controls which Con- 
gress refused. 


In other words, th« business recovery and 


the decrease in unemployment in the lall ot 
1949 were made without benefit of these gov- 
ernment controls. Government economists may 
argue that the degree of recession would have 
been less if Congress had granted the President 
these additional powers. But that is debatable. 


But it is to cut unemployment to 2,000,000, to 


secure /ull employment for 64,000,000 workers 
and to get the most out of U. S. production, that 
the President advances his five-year 
program. 


Its goal has been stated be-fore. It is to achieve 
an annual gross national product of $300,000,- 
000,000 in goods and services by 1954. The pres- 
ent level is $255,000,000,000. .That means an in- 
crease of $9,000,000,000 a year for the next five 
years. 


The President's plan would bear particular 


emphasis on increasing the earnings of the 
lowest-income families. As his report says, the 
ultimate goal would be 'the complete elimina- 
tion of poverty." Certainly no one can decry 
the desirability of th« objective. The question 
is. how do you do it? 


Nothing New Advanced 
• • 


The President's 12 legislative proposals are all 


old stuff. They include banking and credit con- 
trols: social security, education, housing and 
health programs; continued river development 
and foreign aid. Some of these proposals the 
President left out of his State of the Union 
Message, accidentally or on purpose. But all of 
them have been made before in 1949 messages 
to Congress. 


What is new in the President's Economic Re- 


port is an indication that he will encourage 
more government assistance to business. This 
is apparently to be done in the forthcoming 
messages on tax revision, anti-trust law revision, 
encouragement of private loans to small busi- 
ness and guarantees on private investment in 
foreign countries. 


These proposals 
may make 
ah important 


change in administration policy when they are 
all spelled out. But they do not 
necessarily 


mean any softening in the attitude towards busi- 
ness. There is another possible explanation to 
be considered. 


The business recession of 1949 cut down the 


federal government's 
tax receipts by about 


$4.000,000,000. That may have awakened the gov- 
ernment to the fact that to carry out its wel- 
fare and social security programs, it must have 
plenty of money rolling into the federal treasury. 


It is to the Truman administration's interest, 


therefore, to do everything it can to promote 
full employment and high industrial production. 
They will insure high-level national income. And 
the higher the income, the greater the tax col- 
lections to carry out the Fair .Deal programs. 


Hospitals Should be Fireproof 


The tragic death of 38 women in a hospital 


fire at Davenport, la., recalls a similar disaster 
in April, 1949, when 69 persons perished in the 
burning of an ancient hospital at Effingham, 111. 


The Davenport fire chief blamed the rapid 


spread of the flames on "lack ot a sprinkler 
system" which he had recommended be installed 
two years ago. Only part of the hospital had 
been fireproofed in extensive remodeling last 
summer. 


The helplessness of many hospital patients 


makes it obvious 
that fire protection is an 


especially acute problem in all hospitals, old 
and new! These- two tragedies within less than 
a year should alert every institution in the coun- 
try to the prim* need for adequate safeguard*.

• The Washington Merry-Go-Round 


A MR* Wa* Murdered in 
Chicago Because of Me 


By Drew Pearson 


(ED. NOTE—This is the first of a series ot 


columns by Drew Pearson giving the inside on 
th« nation's far-flung gambling rackets and 
how they influence government). 


WASHINGTON.—Four years ago. I may have 


contributed to a murder in Chicago. This series 
of column*, therefore, is written as my con- 
tribution toward cleaning up an ever-widening 
area of big-city government in which such 
murders flourish. 


Sen. Estes Kefauver ot Tennessee has wisely 


put his finger on this menace ia his proposed 
probe of interstate gambling rackets. And last 
summer, Sen. Clyde Hoey's investigating com- 
mittee unearthed an important clue linking the 
gambling rackets to Washington; then backed 
away from it as if they had stepped on a 
rattlesnake. 


This clue was a statement by John Maragon. 


now under indictment, that he had worked for 
a man named Kastell. "Dandy Phil'' Kastcll, 
an alumnus of Atlanta penitentiary and asso- 
ciate of murdered gangleader Arnold Rothstem, 
is the long-time partner of the current king 
of the gamblers, Trankie Costcllo, and of Bill 
Helis. the "Golden Greek" of the race track 
world. 


It had long been suspected by those who 


have carefully watched the peculiar operations 
of John Maragon and his amazing cntre at the 
White House, thst Mardgon was linked to 
Frankie Costello. It was also suspected that 
Maragon might have been the funnel by which 
Costello poured campaign contributions in to 


Maj. 
Gen. Harry Vaughan. 


Republicans Persist 
Perhaps it was not unnatural, therefore, that 


Democrats on Senator Hoey's committee backed 
away from this, and had it not been for the 
persistence of GOP Sen. Karl Mundt of South 
Dakota, the links between Costello, Heiis and 
Maragon might never have been exposed. Re- 
publican Senators also developed the significant 
acknowledgment from General Vaughan that 
Helis had contributed money to Democratic 
political campaigns. 


Now, government is not supposed to have 


even the remotest links with gambling. But 
when a gambling syndicate contributes ?20,000 
to the campaign of a Florida sheriff who gets 
a salary of only $7,500, or when Big Bill Lias, 
the Wheeling race track operator, contributes 
$35,000 to an earlier campaign of Lee Spillers, 
now U.S. attorney, to be prosecuting attorney, 
it stands to reason that the gambling syndi- 
cates can exert powerful influence with our 
city governments. 


It is said by some that the Pendereast ma- 


chine and big-city politics have now moved 
into the White House. While this columnist does 
not altogether apree with this—for reasons to 
be shown later—yet it is true that, when Frankie 
Costello controls a $2,000.000,000 gambling busi- 
ness, he can afford to spend a fortune electing 
men whom he can influence. 


Murder in Chicago 


And though Costello now claims to be a man 


of peace, other gangsters, reaching for the golden 
profits of slot machine and the race track, have 
not hesitated to steal, kidnap, hijack and murder. 


This was how the murder took place in Chi- 


cago for which I may have been partly re- 
sponsible. 


The man murdered was Jack Regan, fotmer 


associate of the late Moe Armenberg, who took 
over Annenberg's racing wire when Moe was 
sent to the Lewisburg (Pa.) penitentiary for 
income-tax evasion by Frank Murphy. This is 
the telegraph wire which carries the race track 
results to all bookmakers, and without it no 
bookie can successfully operate. 


Having inherited the Annenbcrg bookie wire, 


Regan suddenly found himself with a new part- 
ner. The Jake Guzik syndicate of Chicago, in- 
heritors of the old Capone gang, had moved in. 
Not only did Regan find himself with a partner, 
but shortly thereafter he found that he wasn't 
even a partner himself. The syndicate had taken 
over. 


This was the story which Regan unfolded 


to this writer in great detail in a Chicago hotel 
in the spring of 1946. He told how Pete Locivella 
was gambling dictator in Detroit, how Dan Coro- 
tello ot the Sicilian society dominated Chicago, 
how, territory was divided between gangsters, 
how it was impossible for a night club or tavern 
to operate without buying ice cubes, towels 
and beer, lenting slot machines and hiring bar- 
tenders through the old Capone syndicate. 


Gambling: Monopolies 
The gangsters not only had cons in for gam- 


bling, but they had set up an empire controlling 
every activity connected with the night club, 
tavern or beer halt business. It was a monopoly 
more tightly run than anything ever conceived 
by big business. 


Returning to Washington. I placed the facts 


before Attorney General Tom Clark and J. 
Edgar Hoover. 


Jack Regan, I told them, knew where all the 


bodies were buried in Chicago gansslerdom for 
years back, and he had promised to cooperate. 


And he did. The Justice Department assigned 


12 FBI men to act on the tips Regan gave them, 
and for a time it looked as if Chicago gangland 
was in for a cleanup. 


But suddenly, Regan was siiot. He had told 


me that he probably would be shot, and had 
hired a bodyguard to be with him night and 
day. But driving home one afternoon, his Car 
stopped for a red light. Alongside him, as he 
waited, pulled up a vegetable truck, and from 
under the crates blazed a volley of gunfire. 
Regan crumpled in his seat. 


Regan, however, did not die. Taken to the 


hospital he fought for his life. A month dragged 
by and Regan seemed out of the woods. Then 
suddenly he was dead. 


A tube of mercury was found in his intestines. 
How it got there nobody knew. But the gang- 


sters ot Chicago are powerful. 


Not only have they ways of getting inside 


hospitals, but they have ways of reaching in- 
side the federal government, as we shall show 
in future columns of this series.

THE FIVE STEPS OF SCIENCE 


Can we take the same steps in verifying our knowledge of 


God as science takes in verifying its knowledge of things that 
can be weighed and measured? There are five steps in the 
scientific method: (1) the statement of the problem; (2) the 
picking out of the .most likely hypothesis that will meet that 
problem; (3) experimentation with that hypothesis; (4) verifying 
the hypothesis on a wide scale; (5) a simple and humble shar- 
ing oi verified results. 


Can we take this fivefold method and apply it to the realm 


of value? First, the statement of the problem. The problem 
is how to live in a universe of this kind, and to live well. 
It 


is a moral universe, and it seems to take sides on moral ques- 
tions. In this moral universe we aie free to choose, but not 
free to choose the results of our choosing—they are m hands 
other than ours. This moral universe is not something that 
we create out of our taboos and rules—it is something we dis- 
cover; it is a "Riven." A father was explaining Newton's Law 
of Gravitation and how it held things together, but his son 
answered, "Well Dad, what held things together before they 
passed this law?" Just, as Newton did not pass the Law of 
Gravitation, but discovered it; so we do not pass the moral laws 
written in the constitution of things; we discover them. And 
we must come to terms with these moral laws, just as we must 
come to terms with the law of gravitation. II not, we 'shall 
be broken. We do not bieak these moral laws; they break us. 
If we run afoul of them, they will throw us back bleeding, broken, 
blighted things. These laws are color-blind. If the white man, 
the black man. the yellow man, or the brown man breaks them, 
he will be broken. And they are religion-blind. It the Christian 
or the agnostic breaks them, he will'be broken. As-Sophocles 
put it: 


"The unwritten laws of God that know not change, 
They are not of today nor yesterday, 
But live forever, nor ca'n man assign 
When first they sprang to being." 


O God, I see I am free only to obey. I must come to terms 


with Thy laws written in me and in the constitution of things. 
Help me this day to begin to find my freedom In obedience to. 
Thee. Show me how to begin. Amen.

The Doctor Says- 


Doctors Say Chronic Drinking 
Is Symptom of Real Sickness

There is perhaps little doubt 


that the world would be belter 
off if alcohol as a beverage had 
never been discovered. But it has 
been and millions of people all 
over the world have become io 
attached to alcoholic drinks thatj 
they are unable to stop. It is this 
particular aspect'of the drinking 
of alcoholic liquors which I want 
to discuss today. Such people arc 
labeled as chronic alcoholics. 


Often the dividing line between 


the 
"social 
drinker" 
and^ the 


chronic alcoholic is not clear-cut 
and 
the 
heavy social drinker 


passes by imperceptible degrees 
into a state where he or she can 
no longer "lake it or leave it 
alone" as they usually claim, but 
most continue to "take it." 
Not Hereditary 
No one knows exactly 
why 


some people develop this craving 
for alcohol and inability to stop. 
Alcoholism is not inherited. 
As 


one man said, "Alcohol is an ex- 
tremely effective agenl for rosily 
blurring and softening the rigid 
and forbidding outlines'of real- 
ity." 
As time goes on the person

seeks to shut out his troubles 
more and more often in drink. 
It is an escape. 


Most doctors have come to con- 


sider chronic alcoholics as sicl:

Deducting Interest on Your Personal Indebtednes*

This schedule is for 
interest 


payments made during 1949 on 
personal debts. 
You can use it 


to itemize -your deductible inter- 
est provided you do not use the 
tax table or the standard deduc- 
tion to compute your tax. 


Most interest on personal in- 


debtedness is deductible. 
Those 


of you who are 
purchasing 
a 


home by monthly payments are 
undoubtedly 
paying 
a 
certain 


amount; of interest each month. 
These interest payments are de- 
ductible. If you don't know how 
much of your monthly payment 
is for interest, ask where you 
make the payments for a state- 
ment of your interest payments 
in 1949. Interest on any kind of 
a loan, on a charge account, on 
installment payments on car, re- 
frigerator, range, and any other 


personal item can be deducted 
provided you itemize your deduc- 
tions. 


Do not deduct a« interest any 


financing fee or other non-inter- 
est element included in the pay- 
ments. If you are buying on the 
installment plan, your sales con- 
tract must stipulate that interest 
is being paid or you cannot deduct 
any interest. 
Interest payments 


on indebte'dness incurred for the 
purchase of single premium life 
insurance policies or endowment 
contracts and to purchase tax- 
exempt securities are not deduc- 
tible. 
Remember 
thin 
schedule is for 


interest paid to buy or keep some- 
thing for your personal use, -like 
a home or a car. If you are 
buying a house or other property 
and at the same time renting the 
property, interest on such indebt- 
edness should be deducted as an 
expense in Schedule B, page 2 of 
the return.

NEW YORK, Jan. 13.—(&)— 


Acute leukemia, the fatal blood 
cancer, is being stopped in its 
tracks by the wonder hormone, 
Acth, three cancer experts report. 


Five patients treated with the 


hormone all have made dramatic 
recoveries, Drs. O. H. Pearson, L. 
P. Eliel and T. R. Talbot, Jr., of 
the Sloan-Kettering Institute and 
Memorial hospital, said last night. 


One child had a relapse three 


weeks 
later, 
but 
again 
was 


brought back to health with Acth. 
The others, two children and two 
adults, still were well one day to 
five weeks after getting the hor- 
mone. They had almost no signs 
of the disease. They-had received 
daily injections for 24 to 30 days. 


Whether they will have relapses 


isn't yet known, Dr. Pearson said. 
He said these recoveries still must 
be called temporary and incom- 
plete. 


Other treatments bring tempo- 


ra'-y recoveries in leukemia. But 
the best of these has been only 
about 30 per cent effective in 
children. Acth thus appears to be 
the best drug yet found to help 
these patients. 


Leukemia is a cancer of the 


blood, with the body making too 
many white blood cells. 
Acute, 


or fast-acting attacks, usually kill 
in a few weeks or months, or in a 
year.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12—(ffi)— 


President Truman sent a report 
to Congress today calling for the 
eventual 
economic 
merger 
of 


Western European nations into a 
single giant trading area of 270,- 
000,000 people. 


In that direction, the report 


said, lies Europe's post-war eco- 
nomic salvation. 


The report, the sixth quarterly 


review by the Economic Coopera- 
tion Administration (EGA), sket- 
ched a cautiously optimistic pic- 
lure of European recovery under 
the stimulus of American aid and 
set forth the following goals for 
a brighter future: 


1. Relaxation of trade rcs'ric- 


tions. 


2. Lowering of tariff barriers.

rescued from the dark wat- 
ers of one of the world's 
busiest shipping lanes. Two 
others were reported killed. 


The remaining men are missing 


and believed trapped or dead in- 
side tl\e submarine's battered hull. 


The Truculent, a veteran 
ot 


Pacific fighting 'against the Jap- 
anese, was rammed by the 643- 
ton Swedish tanker Divina whose 
prows were built like a battering 
ram to withstand 
the 
icepacks 


found in northern waters. 


An admiralty statement said six 


officers, 52 seatnen and 18 work- 
men from the Royal Naval dock- 
yards at Chatham were aboard the 
Truculent. 
Five on Bridge Saved 
Four officers and one enlisted 


man, 
who were on the bridge of 


the surface submarine, were haul- 
ed from the water by the Dutch 
merchant ship, Almdijk, 
which 


radioed the first work of the col- 
lision. 


The Divina was reported 
to 


have picked up nine other surviv- 
ors who later were transferred to 
a coast guard lifeboat from South- 
end. 
Reports received immediate- 


ly immediately after the accident 
said the Divina was out of control, 
flying two red lights. 


Rescue operations began im- 


mediately, 
with the 
admiralty 


putting out the code alarm "sub- 
smash." signal. Coast Guard life- 
boats and naval vessels sped to 
the scene. 


The Trusulent, with a displace- 


ment of more than 1,000 tons, 
carries enough underwater escape 
apparatus for every member o£ 
the crew. 
Been Engaged in Trials 
The apparatus 
is 
distributed 


throughout various compartments 
ot the craft. Although the normal 
crew for underseas craft? of the 
Truculent type is 59 men, the sub- 
marine was reported carrying a 
larger complement while engaged 
in trials. She recently had been 
refitted. 


Radio reports fro mthe Dutch 


vessel, the Aljdijk, which rescued 
the five survivors, said 15 other 
men may have been trapped in 
compartments near the submar- 
ine's control room. 


The Divina has a specially rein- 


forced hull designed to carry her 
through ice packed waters. 
In 


the first reports she was errone- 
ously identified as the Dwina. 


The fact that' the submarine's 


survivors were on the bridge at 
the lime of the crash indicated the 
Truculent 
was • running on 
the 


surface then. 


An 
admiralty 
announcement 


said the Swedish ship and the 
Holland-American Line merchant 
vessel Almdijk are standing by at 
the scene. Naval units have been 
dispatched there, and all nearby 
ships were asked to look- for sur- 
vivors. Coast Guard lifeboats also 
were speeding to the area. 


The collision might prove to be 


the greatest peace-time submarine 
distaster since 1939. In that year 
between May and June 15 three 
subs—the American Squalus, the 
British Thetis and 
the 
French 


Phenix—sank, taking 196 men to 
their doom. 


The five known Truculent sur- 


vivors were picked up by the Al- 
midjk, a former Liberty ship. The 
Dutch vessel flashed the first SOS 
telling of the collision. 
Subse- 


quently the Almidjk' radioed her 
home port of Rotterdam that the 
five men were to be put ashore 
at Gravcsend.

The annual report of the activ- 


ities of the Sedulia police depart- 
ment was made, the past week by 
Chief oi Police Edgar Neighbors 
to the City Council. 
A traffic 


safety drive during the past year 
resulted in the arrest of an as- 
tonishing number of violators of 
such laws. Speed violators head- 
ed the list with 187, careless and 
icckless drivers prosecuted num- 
bered 127, and intoxicated drivers 
fined 
in court totalled 45, the 


largest number over a ten year 
period. 
Only -one person 
was 


killed due to a traffic accident in 
1949, none in 1948 and an average 
of three u year for the proceeding 
eight years. 


The report 
accounts for 230 


accidents inside the city limits 
of Sedalia which were invest- 
igated by the police department; 
there were 36 persons 
injured 


(all minor injuries) due to accid- 
ents; one motorbike and auto- 
mobile accident; 18 persons were 
struck by automobiles none re- 
sulted in fatal injuries.

The following is an article that 


appeared in the "News In Re- 
view1' published by the South- 
western Bell Telephone Company, 
pertaining to the recent ice-storm: 


"Early Wednesday morning, De- 


cember 21, an ice storm settled 
down over Missouri, bringing back 
memories of the storms of last 
January. 


"Following much the same path 


as last year's storms, sleet and 
freezing 
rain 
entered 
Missouri 


near Nevada and spread northeast 
to Hannibal. Ice formed up two 
inches thick with the worst con- 
ditions around Sedalia and Hanni- 
bal. 


"By the following morning 270 


long distance circuits were out 
and 19 Missouri towns were iso- 
iated. Although the freezing rain 
lad stopped, temperatures stayed 
below freezing and damage con- 
tinued to mount. Wind against the 
ice-laden lines snapped'poles and 
broke wires. 


Rushed Crews On 
"Restoration crews were rushcc 


from other parts of the companj 
to aid Missouri crews already on 
the job. Soon help was arrivini 
from Arkansas, Kansas, Oklahom; 
and Texas. By Thursday, 556 tele 
phone men were working in thi 
storm area. But the wind and ici 
battled them at every lurn. Al 
though many circuits were restor 
ed, still others went out. Wire 
breaks were repaired.'only to hav 
others occur down the line. 
. "The ice flattened power lines 
too, throwing live wires across 
telephone lines and hampering 
restoration. In Sedalia and Hanni- 
bal telephone drop wires 
were 


being broken, telephones were go- 
ing out of service. 


"From Thursday afternoon to 


Friday morning the damage con- 
tinued to rise. Although by now 
the number of broken toll circuits 
had been reduced to 231, twenty- 
three towns were isolated, includ-

Mr. Truman replied: 
There is no national emergency 


ic coal at'the present minute. 


The President's answer appar- 


ently meant he would make no 
hurry-up application of the act's

provisions, 
which 


could halt a strike for 80 days. 
The coal operators consider the 
three-day week a partial strike 
because the miners won't work 
except on Monday, Tuesdays and 
Wednesdays. 
Pressure Strong 
The pressure has been strong 


on the President to use the act. 
Not only coa! mine operators and 
dealers but 
many 
congressmen, 


including members of his own 
party, have urged him to invoke 
it. 


Republicans 
have 
introduced 


resolutions in both the House and 
Senate asking him to do so. Mr. 
Truman's renewed statement that 
there isn't any emergency ap- 
peared to make those resolutions 
mere scraps of paper. They were 
drawn so as to be purely advisory.

ed by the U.S. destroyer Baussoil, 
this shot riddled American freight- 
er headed tonight lor the mine 
free Chinese Communist port or 
Tsingtao on Shantung peninsula. 


Apparently the destroyer was 


going all the way to Chinese ter- 
ritorial waters with the Flying 
Arrow. For five hours after the 
anchor was hoisted she steamed 
alongside the freighter on a 350 
mile cruise to the •i'ormer base 
"t the United States Far Eastern 
fleet. 


The Flying Arrow, blasted oy 


many Nationalist gunboat shells, 
had to get underway from her 
anchorage off Shanghai. Captain 
David Jones feared her No. 5 hold 
would explode. 
Cargo .Expanded 
Water used to extinguish a fire 


in the hold caused expansion o£ 
the' cargo of jute, baled cotton 
and caustic soda. Her master said 
the danger of an explosion was 
so pressing he considered it dan- 
gerous to wait and try to get in- 
to Chinese Nationalist blockaded 
and mined Red Shanghai. 


The ship's owners, the Isbrandt- 


sen line of New York, also order- 
ed the vessel to Tsingtao. 


The Flying Arrow was hit by 


some 40 Nationalist gunboat shells 
Monday on the high seas off 
Shanghai, 
her destination from 


Hong Kong. 
She is carrying a 


cargo valued at $10,000,000 for 
the Communists. 
Destroyers Ordered Away 
Two American destroyers, which 


had come to the aid of the Flying 
Arrow after the shelling and sub- 
sequent iires aboard, were order- 
ed by the Navy to depart from 
her vicinity after she was sca- 
worthy. 


However, Capt. David Jones, 31, 


of Chicago, said one of the de- 
stroyers, the Baussell (CQ), would 
accompany the Flying Arrow on 
the 350 mile voyage to Tsingtao, 
once the bast for the American 
Far Eastern fleet.

The fault dees not lie entirely 


with the Germans. In the tug of 
war with Russia the allies have 
been playing politics and taking 
some calculated risks.

ation today is a far cry from the 
lime of Yalta, when a few power- 
less states constituted the allied 


j concept of the German future. 


For their own purposes, the al- 


lies have been rebuilding Ger- 
many. The idea was that it was 
to be done with strict .safeguards 
against letting it go any farther 
than their own interests demand- 
ed. 
. But if the Germans were to be 
encouraged lo harrass Russia for 
a unified Germany with return of 
the territories occupied by Poland, 
how were the Germans to under- 
stand a "hands off" sign at the 
borders of the Saar or the Ruhr?" 


If allied policy makers get the 


idea that Democratic forms, mean 
a Democratic Germany prior to 
long, long years oL trial and suc- 
cessful operation, or that German 
cooperation for the present will 
be based on aynthing except ex- 
pediency and proof that the west- 
ern side is the winning side, they 
are doomed to disappointment. 


Germany can and 
should 
be 


used to help Western Europe. It 
is her natural place. But there ih 
a difference between a reasonable 
and calculated policy for this pur- 
pose and the type of 
tolerance 


which will eventually permit Ger- 
many to wag tho dog.
